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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Although prior art such as Maruyama et al. (US 4617239 and US 4708947) teach 
silane-containing, ethylenically unsaturated monomers in modified polyvinyl alcohols, a 
primer composition for release paper and release films comprising such a silane- 
modified polyvinyl alcohol in combination with at least on reactive H-siloxane, 
particularly wherein 1 to 30 mol%, based on total polymer, of the silane-modified 
polyvinyl alcohol is prepared from 1-alkylvinyl esters of carboxylic acids, is not taught or 
suggested by the prior art. 

Thus, claims 13-22 to the primer composition, claim 23 to the process of using 
the primer composition and claims 24 and 25 to a paper or film comprising the applied 
primer composition are allowed.
